(JPj)—Germany receptivity to anti-Semitism 


still exists and will be available if any group that comes to power 
wants to exploit it according to an Anti-Defamation League report 


released this week. 


In a report submitted to West German government represen- 


tatives here, the ADL said that 
it believed West German demo- 
cratic growth still requires a 
“formidable task of self-educa- 
tion” for the German people. 

The report, based on an inves- 
tigation made by ADL represent- 
atives at the behest of the Ade- 
nauer government, said that 
“Germany will avoid overt anti- 
Semitism for years to come, ac- 
cording to experts long on the 
scene, but the receptivity to anti- 
Semitism is still there if any 
group that comes to power 
should want to exploit it.” — 

The report holds out very little 
hope for the future of JeWish life 
in Germany, saying that the 25,- 
000 Jews currently in the country 
represent a community that 
threatens to die out within a gen- 
eration.

The Fearless Pioneer

Otto Lilienthal 


(1848-1896 

s a boy Otto Lilienthal was fascinated by the flight of 

birds. Little was known at that time of the mechanics 
of flying, of the airship or the aeroplane. The son of an en- 
gineer, Otto was sent early to a technical school. After grad- 
uation he became a busy engineer, traveling about his native 
Germany on important business missions. But he never 
forgot the kites and model airships which he had built in 
his boyhood days, and the hours he had spent enviously 
watching the flight of the birds. 


By the time he had passed his fortieth birthday, several 
mechanical devices which he had invented made him weal- 
thy. He retired from business affairs and devoted all his 
time to flying experiments. He built a machine that had two 
wings like those of a bird, with a tail at the rear for balanc- 
ing. Launching himself into the air by running down the 
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slope of a hill, much as modern gliders do today, he soared 
off the ground with a vigorous thrust of his legs. The people 
of the countryside were amazed and frightened by the 
queer antics of this strange bird man. 


For twenty-five years he had experimented and made 
over two thousand flights. One cold and stormy day, he went 
to the top of a hill to perform a trial flight. His brother tried 
to dissuade him from flying in such bad weather. Fearless 
as ever, Otto laughed at danger and set off in a glide. He 
‘was flying successfully when suddenly a gust of wind struck 
his machine, crashed it to the ground, and Lilienthal was 
killed. 

Aviation since that day has made great strides. But 
wherever motors roar in the blue, and man-made birds fly 
in the air, Otto Lilienthal is remembered as the fearless pi- 
oneer of the aeroplane.

To Seattle’s Maria Frank Abrams

To Maria, Hillel is just another way of spelling opportunity. 
Maria Frank Abrams, now a Seattle artist, is a survivor of the horrors of Auschwitz, Bergen Bel- 
sen and Buchenwald. Once plunged into the depths of human misery, she has risen again to earn hers 


self a solid niche in this hearty 
chunk of the Western United 
States. 

A B'nai B'rith Hillel scholar- 
ship was the catalyst that made 
this transmutation possible. 

“I. cannot emphasize enough 
the good that Hillel did,” says 
Mrs. Abrams earnestly.

WHEN HILLEL in 1946 offered 
125 scholarships throughout the 
world it not only opened the way 
for emigration to many young 
DPs, but it also gave them an 
opportunity to go to college; an 
opportunity severely limited for 
those in the circumstances of 20- 
year-old, homeless, destitute Ma- 
ria Frank. 


Maria was an artist. Not a 
skilled, practiced, dauber of pig- 
ment; but an untrained girl with 
an innate feeling for form and 
color., 


As a young girl in her native 
Hungary she liked to draw. By 
the time she entered her teens, 
she decided sketching was child- 
ish, Opportunity for art educa- 
tion was limited at the Debreczen 
gymnasium (high school) from 
which she graduated. She turned 
to serious literature.

A FEW MONTHS after her 
graduation the Nazis marched 
into Hungary. Maria and her 
family, with all other Jews, were 
sent to concentration camps. Dur- 
ing the next year she was ill, 
down to 75 pounds, yet forced to 
work 12 hours a day. Thirty-six 
members of her family perished. 

Despite her suffering and pri- 
vation the urge to paint survived. 
It was given the necessary im- 
petus by two women Maria met 
in the camp. They had studied 
art in France and painted a fasci- 
nating word picture for young 
Maria, strengthening her resolve 
to take up art again when the 
opportunity arose. 

When liberation came, Maria 
joined the only surviving member 
of her family, a cousin, Vera Fe- 
derman, in working for the Jew- 
ish Distribution committee. At 
this time the two girls. heard of 
the Hillel scholarships; they ap- 
plied.

oppose planned parenthood, which is perhaps the one social reform 
which should take Position No. 1 in today’s reforming world. 

It is appalling to find so many columnists who. present biased 
and often mistaken ideas for public consumption. You are no ex- 
ception. I can readily see why you might oppose planned parenthood 
and birth control, but I cannot see why you failed to present some 
facts and let the intelligent reader (or do you write for this class 
of subscriber) make up his own mind. 

CAN YOU DEFINE “planned parenthood?” It is the utilization of 
medical knowledge for the procreation of the number of children 
any given couple want to have, born when the couple is ready for 
them. This does not necessarily mean that the family size has to 
pe restricted. This does not mean that the only method of restricting 
family size, if that is the idea, is via abortion. Have you ever 
heard of contraceptidn?

man Gray on stripping American Jewish 
education of elements of Israeli national- 
ism is that he doesn’t specify exactly what 
he means. 

Does he intend that Hebrew -should 
be eliminated from American Jewish edu. 
cation? We’re certain that he does not. 

Does he contend that dancing the hora 
should be eliminated? Perhaps he does. 

Prof. Gray believes that American 
Jews will not emigrate to Israel. He be- 
lieves that Israeli culture is inferior to 
that of the U. S. Jewish community, and 
he believes Israelis must show concern 
for their action on the future of Jews 
elsewhere in the same way that U. S. 
Jews have an obligation to foster the 
strength and independence of Israel. 

Fundamentally the thing that seems 
to us most wrong with Prof. Gray’s as- 
sertions is that it seeks to make a separ- 
ation between Jews, something which in 
actuality ts impossible, unless one ele- 
ment stops being Jewish. 

He and other critics like him lack the 
virtue of patience. All things cannot be 
achieved in a day. The relationship be- 
tween the Jews of Israel and the Jews 
of the U. S., the kind of material on Israel 
taught in our schools, etc., all will in time 
come to be normal, valuable exchanges. 
Here and there someone like Ben-Gurion 
or Prof. Gray will make statements that 
have little validity, but the facts of life 
have a way of finally making the words 
of some of our leaders seem awfully sil- 
ly. 

In this same light of patience, it should 
be pointed out-that the statement Prof.

Gray has made—and a very fine one it jg » 
—on the “community of interest which 
makes the future of Israel a matter of 
vital concern to the Jews of America” 
would have aroused a storm of protest 
only a few short years ago not only from 
Prof. Gray’s own organization, The Amer. 
ican Jewish Committee, but in addition 
from the American Council for Judaism. 
Today hardly anyone would take ex. 
ception to it, and even Prof. Gray says 
it almost in parenthesis, as if he expected 
no challenge whatsoever. 

As a leader in a Jewish organization 
one of whose principal plans is the right 
to independent action, Prof. Gray will 
most assuredly grant that other Jews have 
a right to differ with him and to act ac- 
cordingly. 

Therefore we welcome his expressed 
views, and want to say that more clari- 
fication will come from this free expres- 
sion of opinion than from any other way. 

What knowledgeable Jews mean when 
they compare the two.cultures is the two 
Jewish cultures, not the general cultures. 
Prof. Gray makes himself a little ridj- 
culous if he believes that “the residents 
of Israel, the majority of whom are but 
fresh from the villages of Eastern Eur- 
ope, the slums of North Africa and the 
primitivism of Asia” could be so low 
culturally from a Jewish standpoint as 
to equal the depths to which the Amer- 
ican Jewish community has sunk. 

Even in the field of religion, the com- 
parison would have embarrassed the U. 
S. Jewish community, respite the fact 
that Israel’s attitudes toward religion 
were shaped by a non-believing ruling 
majority one of whose major tenets was 
a rejection of organized religion.
